C.R. Wing Is Laid 
To Rest 

Funeral services for the late Charles 
Rodolph Wing were held in the Taylor 
Stake House on Tuesday, August 30, 


at 2 p.m. with Bishop J. Golden Snow 
officiating, 


The services began with the choir, 
under the direction of Roi Stone and 
Velma Redd at the o:gan, singing Mr. 
Wing's favorite song “O My Father.” 


The opening prayer, offered by Pres. 
J. H. Waker, was followed by Joe Mc- 
Lean’s solo “I am a Pilgrim.” 


Pres T. Geo. Wood commenced his 
tribute to the deceased by reading the 
words to the song “Come Let Us A- 
new,” that told the story of the life 
of C. R. Wing. Mr Wood said that he 
had experienced an intense personal 
loss with the passing of his friend for 
over forty years and very close asso- 
ciate for over thirty years. His loss, 
"e said, was not like that of the family 
although his closeness to “C, R.” was 
more like that of a brother, 


In outlining Mr Wing's history he 
said that when the sugar men came 
here, nearly thirty years ago, “C. R.” 
was the only real expert among them 
and that of the group that came first 
only three were left — Frank Taylor, 
Ezra Christensen and himself. He said 
Mr Wing's career in the sugar busi- 
ness had started in his youth and that 
he had been moved from one position 
of trust and responsibility to another 
until he was’ given the job of getting 
the mill in production here in 1925 and 
1926. Trouble was the keyword in that 
undertaking and it was due mainly to 
the intelligence and faithfulness of Mr 
Wing and men like him that kept this 
factory in operation throughout the 


years. In those years the beet crop 
was good but the plant had to be 
thrown together in six months with 


little or no improvements being made 
so it was mostly the ingenuity of C. 
R. Wing who patched and improvised 
that made it possible to process any 
beets at all. and 
fled but C, R. was made sterner stuff.
